The party had previously been 
searching in the Boyle district.

“We've followed up a lot of false!

Editor, Bulletin: In view of the 
great importance of the United 
States tourists’. goodwill to this 
country may I suggest that it is 
necessary for those Canadians 
who are accepting US. funds to 
adjust their methods to the re- 
quirements of of the new situation 


brought about by the floating 
dollar. 

This scheme is submitted in an 
effort to help those in the tourist 
trade give a fair deal on Ameri- 
ean funds; 1 All newspapers 
should carry daily buying rates 
supplied by the banks or the 
stock exchange, indicating at what 
price they are ready to buy US. 
funds. 

2. Members of the tourist trade 
would take American dollars on 
the following basis: at par for 
amounts up to a dollar American: 
for amounts ranging between 
$US1.00 and $US10.00 they would 
give a rate of “the nearest dime” 
to the actual bankrate, for in- 
stance, $Canadian 1040 whenever 
the banker's rate would be be- 
tween 103% to 1.04%: finally, 
for amounts over $US10.00 they 
would give “the nearest dollar”, 
for instance, $Canadian 103.90 
whenever the bank rate had been 
ranging between 1.02% and 1.0344.

Our own Prime Minister was 
quick and emphatic to repudiate 
this plan. It would be absurd, he 
said, to imagine that Canadians 
would ever agree to any such 
quota, We have oneelevent’ of 
the population of the U.S.A, and 
no Canadian politician could ever 
“sell” more thea our fair share, 
compared with Uncle Sam's. 


Federation 
Would Help 


If we had an out-and-out feder. 
étion of the western democracies, 
all these things would iron them- 
selves out, Every citizen of the 
entire federation would have the 
same duties and the same rights. 

The Canadian and American 
would be obligated to defend 
every inch of the entire area. 
This would include almost all the 
countries now covered by the 
North Atlantic Pact. 

But democracy would also ap- 
ply in the entire area. The foreign 
policy of the united Atlantic Fed- 
ération would not be made, ag it 
is now, by Uncle Sam. 

The Briton, the Frenchman, the 
Canadian and the Dune would 
have some say about policies 
which make for prosperity and 
peace. We would have one fed- 
eral parliament for the whole 
works. 

Even Western Germany could 
be fitted into an Atlantic Feder- 
ation, The individual German, 4s 
a citizen and a soldier, would be 
an asset to such a vast democracy. 

As things now stand, Germany 
can never be revived as a re- 
armed sovereign nation, except as 
a renewed menace to ourselves.

World Prosperity Calls 
For World Morality © 


His Lordship the Bishop of 
Ohichester says something more 
serious than Korea awaits us, 
even if that military and diplo- 
matic problem is settled satis- 
factorily. It is the world moral 
question. It is a practical prob- 
lem, too, why men’s minds are 
bent on quests of power and not 
on quests of plenty. 

There is the stirring of a new 
world consciousness on broader 
and more intimate lines than 
ever before—a new awareness of 
the load the modern Atlas has to 
bear, the growing strain of in- 
creasing population, the malnutri- 
tion and endemic sickness of half 
the world, the inequalities be- 
tween forward and backward peo- 
ples, the careless use of and con- 
sequent depletion of natural re- 
sources and their unequal distri- 
bution and the human problem on 
a vast scale of changing ways of 
life and outlook for millions of 
people, 

Something like this enumera- 
tion was set up last week in Bir- 
mingham by Sir Harold Hartley 
in his presidential address at the 
112th annual meeting of the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

We are told by the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Sclence that world reserves 
of coal are ample for centuries. 
Reserves of oil and natural gas 
are smaller, but there is no rea- 
son to fear a shortage for many 
decades. The scientists find that 
before then synthetic oil from 
coal and huge reserves of oil in 
shale will provide substitutes. 


Time for 
Thinking 

Added together, we enjoy—or 
shortly in the future will enjoy 
—unequalled advantages from 
coal, oil and waterpower, If we 
have these advantages in B.C, 
why are not all other people in 
the world likewise fortunate? 
Nothing we can do about it, you 
say, with a shrug. Well, you had 
better begin to think about doing 
something about it. Here is the 
problem Dr. Bell, the Bishop of 
Chichester, is talking about, the 
question after Korea that is 
bigger than Korea. 

On a world basis, 28 per cent 
of ail energy comes from plant 
and animal life aad from water- 
power—an annual revenue—and 
the remainder from coal and oil 
involving the expenditure of other 
capital resources,

The general plan which has

the time of their confinement, 
and should be educated not to 
fear the coming event. 

Contrary to what some people 
have claimed this does not lead 
to painless childbirth but rather 
to an experience of lessened dis 
comfort. Drugs are used as need- 
ed, but less often and in lesser 
amounts than would have been 
necessary wikhout preliminary 
training

Results Seen 

Some specialists have reported 
excellent resulta by following Dr. 
Read's methods, Others, how. 


ever, are far less enthusiastic. 
Regardless of whether this meth 
od is used or not, mothers today 
get a far better deal at childbirth 
than their grandmothers. They 
are much safer and so are their 
offspring. 

Their pain and discomfort can 
be relieved in any one of several 
different ways. There are many 
satisfactory anesthetics whieh can 
be given by mouth, by vein or by 
inhalation, all of which greatly 
relieve the pain of childbirth.

Some physicians have had good 
experiences with one method and 
some with another, Since they 
all represent a great improve- 
tment over methods of the past, 


prospective mothers are best 
served f they chose their doctor 
early in pregnancy and let him 
decide what methods he wishes 
to follow, If they do this they can 
feel assured that their health will 
be well guarded, not only while 
carrying the child, but also at 
the time of delivery. It would be 
a grave mistake for a mother to 


insist that her doctor use some 
method that she has heard about 
but with which he was not 
familiar, . 


Since millions of women have 
children every childbirth 
cannot be considered as an un- 
usual experience, It is comforting 
to know that the safety has been 
60 greatly improved and that 
there are so many methods of 
lessening the unpleasant features 
of the event,

The scientists are thinking of 
operating British industries by 
Swiss electricity. Sir Harold 
Hartley added a postscript to his 
presidential address to say that 
feeding the multiplying popula- 
tion of the world is a far simpler 
job than satisfying the needs of 
backward peoples for energy and 
the new uses to which it could 
be put. 

The Birmingham scientists must 
have been recalling what John 
Bright, a famous statesman, wrote 
in the nineteenth century—“The 
moral law was not written for in- 
dividuals only, but for nations 
and for nations as great as we 
are.” Mr. Roosevelt in his famous 
“quarantine speech” said: “Na- 
tional morality is as vital as priv- 
ate morality.” 

While the world is In a vast 
need for new sources of energy 
to devote to creative expansion, 
we are witnessing the negative 
results of a fear of competition 
in atom bombs as preventing de 
velopment for commercial energy 
in that field as well as holding 
back application of more conven- 
tional and better understood 
sources of energy, 


More Lessons

and some other people are of 
course really trying to tell us 
that it is all one world we live 
in and that it isn’t good enough 
to enjoy local prosperity in a few 
corners, while vast stretches of
